An electrifying undercurrent 
of excitement gripped most of 
south Georgia Wednesday on the 
eve of the 1955 
tobacco market. 
opening. Re- 
ports from the 
flue-cured belt 
indicated one of 
the best tobacco 
crops in years. 

An Atlanta 
Constitution survey of tobacco 
counties typical of the producing 
area revealed excellent crop pros- 
pects with expected average 
yields of from 1,400 to 1,500 
pounds per acre in most counties. 


At the same time buyers flock- 
ing into the sales areas indicated 
a good demand for the golden 
leaf. 


J. B. Harper, a buyer from 
Winston-Salem, N.C., who is in 
Swainsboro for the opening of a 
new market, said tobacco on the 
floor there indicated a ‘“‘good, 
usable crop.”’ 

Harper, who has been buying 
tobacco on the Georgia market 
since 1919, said the 1955 crop ap- 
pears to be one of the best in 
some time and that there should 
be a good demand for the leaf. 

The good yields, coupled with 
the expectations for good demand 
and prices, lifted the spirit of 
south Georgia farmers on the 
rebound from last year’s disas- 
trous drought.

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Geneva Meeting Is 
Only the Beginning 


Sometimes it appears that the rarefied 
air “at the summit” in Geneva has gone to 
the heads of some of the delegates, but 
otherwise things go about as expected. 

Mr. Vyacheslav Molotov, who was in 
our country for the United Nations anni- 
versary, and who put on a “personality” 
show, has been going about Geneva like 
an old ham actor, asking American re- 
porters how many good notices he got in 
the U.S. papers. The Geneva meeting has 
given one and all an opportunity to show 
what jolly good fellows make up the four 
delegations. The Russians have been the 
most exhibitionist of all, beaming and 
giad-handing like candidates for Congress, 

The Geneva conference is not at all the 
sort of thing Sir Winston Churchill had in 
mind when he coined the phrase “at the 
summit.” He wanted a secret meeting in 
which the heads of the four nations met 
in private and made decisions. Geneva is 


social gatherings dominate the event. 

A secret, deliberate meeting leading 
to decisions was not possible. The tensions 
of the cold war had grown stronger. The 
international climate was not one which 
permitted an immediate turning to major 
decisions. Geneva had to be held to “break 
the ice,” to “start the ball rolling.” 

There is, of course, disappointment that 
fhe Russians would not move to unify 
Germany. But, none really expected them 
to do so. Germany and unification remain 
en the agenda. Chancellor Adenaeur soon 
will go to Moscow. The Reds will seek to 
make a deal with him. But he has pledged 
to the West neither he nor his govern- 
inent will be a party to it. He will demand 
that the heads of governments at Geneva 
meet again to reach a decision. 

Meanwhile, the ice has been broken. 

We must not forget neither the West 
nor the Russians have had a change of 
heart. The Russians still are Communists. 
We still don't like communism. But, pol- 
icy has changed. “The bomb,” economic 
conditions, the reaction of all peoples 
against war require a lessening of tensions 
in Russia—as elsewhere. Geneva was the 
necessary opening move to obtain it.

The Senate yesterday sent to the White 
House a bill authorizing a $232,000,000 
airport aid program. The additional funds 
will supplement a $20,000,000 appropria- 
tion already made at this session of Con- 
gress.

The bill, which awaits the President's 
signature, is a victory for Atlanta’s Mayor 
William B. Hartsfield. He has led the 
American Municipal Association's fight 
to get the federal government to recog- 
nize its responsibility in airport construc- 
tion. Success of his efforts not only will 
benefit Atlanta, but every other city with

Might Be the Answer

‘bare. 
' Ever the Legislature, Mr. Gowen 
pointed out, “has sold its birthright for 
eo mess of pottage in the form of hand- 
outs from the governor's office. ... . Con- 
tinuing the spoils system in state fie 
mnances can only result in even higher 
taxes, greater waste and unlimited ex- 
travagance,”’ 

As set up today—and let it be said 
that Gov. Griffin did not establish the 
fysterm—state spending is on a “patronage 
basis.” 

Mr. Gowen suggests that a budget 
council be established to chart. the di- 
rection of state spending, since the Gen- 
eral Assembly is not performing its func- 
tion properly. Since legislators must look 
to the governor for patronage and for 
projects affecting their own counties, they 
gre all too willing to fail in line. 

'- Dixon Oxford, retiring member of the 


State Highway Board, points to the same 
problem in the spending of 100 million 
dollars by the Rural Roads Authority. 
Awards of contracts to counties to do their 
own work on a negotiated basis could lead 
to incredible waste. Some counties merely 
turn these negotiated contracts over to 
private contractors, rent the contractors’ 
equipment and hire the contractors’ crews. 

Spending of state funds on a patronage 
basis is the antithesis of economy. In the 
final analysis, it is a costly form of po- 
litical blackmail.

Mr. Whitman’s ‘Sacrifice’ 
Is a Touching Affair 


Never before has the state of Geor- 
gia had a political appointee who has gone 
to any more trouble publicly to proclaim 
that he has sacrificed self and personal 
gain in order to serve the people than has 
George P. Whitman Jr., chairman of the 
State School Building Authority and of 
the State Board of Education. 

Mr. Whitman publicly announced that 
he had resigned a $25,000-a-year job with 
a tape company to serve the state and 
pledged not to use his political position “in 
any way to further my well-being.” 

It is good to have Chairman Whitman’s 
pledge of sacrifice of self and well-being 
on record. Otherwise cynical and sus- 
picious persons might think that the 
award of $11,500,000 of insurance to the 
Phillips Sales Company might modestly 
have benefitted Mr. Whitman. To be sure, 
Ports Authority Comptroller J. E. Homer 
Kerr Jr., reveals to the United Press that 
he received a letter from Mr. Whitman 
thanking him for the insurance business 
and that Mr. Whitman signed himself as 
a representative of the Phillips Sales Com- 
pany’s insurance division. 

But Mr. Whitman has cleared this up, 
and people should not be suspicious about 
it. He says he is not a stockholder and 
not an officer. He just deals through the 
company “sometime.” A UP check of the 
records in Comptroller Zack Cravey’s of- 
fice reportedly showed that Mr. Whitman 
was licensed to sell insurance as of April, 
1955. Later the records were “unavail- 
able.” 

The Phillips Sales Company, which can 
sell a shovel or $11,500,000 of insurance, 
was incorporated in February, 1954. Orig- 
inally located in a suburban drug store, 
it now has a- mailing address at the Col- 
lege Park post office.

Now comes the ominous re 
port that these raises may not 
be forthcoming in certain sys- 
tems which pay slightly higher 
than the state salary scale. Is 
it possible that such action would 
be ignored by our State Board of 
Education? 


The state is doing well for its 
teachers, compared to other 
states of comparative size and 
wealth. Our salaries for teach- 
ers are lower than other states 
not because of the state effort, 
but because the local systems do 
not shoulder a share of the fi- 
nancial burden. The rumored 
action above is reminiscent of 
happenings in 1951 when the MFP 
for Education was enacted. 

The State Board of Education 
can certainly control such action 
by considering the withholding of 
all funds from school systems 
which do not pay their regular 
salary or previously contracted 
salary, plus any increases as set 
up by the flat raises and adjusted 
pay scale as discussed above, 
to any teacher in that system.

GENEVA—For a conference of this kind, with 
some 1,500 correspondents from every corner of 


the globe busily interviewing one another, Geneva | 
is remarkably free from dogmatic speculation.

It is evident from the public re- 
marks each made on his arrival 
here this weekend that President 
Eisenhower and Premier Bulgan- 
in have brought to the conference 
table at*Geneva an attitude of 
cordiality and conciliation. 

What is not yet evident to the 
Western leaders—and this same 
doubt can understandably exist in 
reverse—is whether this concilia- 
tory mood and manner of the So 
viet High Command is tactical and 
superficial or substantial and 
meaningful, 


Everyone seems to agree here 
that both West and East want to 
ease world tensions and reduce the 
burden of mounting armaments. 
But a practical unfesolved ques- 
tion ig whether each side is pre- 
pared to pay a price acceptable 
to the other.

My information is that President 
Eisenhower, Prime Minister Eden 
and Premier Faure are prepared 
to ask less and give something in 
return—if there is Soviet reciproc- 
ity. We do not really expect the 
Kremlin will call off the Commu- 
nist parties around the world. We 
do not expect an early relaxing of 
the Soviet grip on the satellite 
states. 

But if any real headway is to be 
made, we will require that Ger- 
many be united and free to align 
itself with Western Europe if it 
wishes.

For Calypso 


Beginners

ARTICLE XI 


After you have played Calypso 
several times it is quite likely that 
you will devise your own conven- 
tions and methods of play, but the 
following observations may be) 
found useful: 


1. You should try to win tricks 
with cards that will help you or) 
partner to complete Calypsos. Try 
not to play cards useful to the op-| 
ponents in forming their Calypsoes 
on tricks which the opponents 
might take. 

2. It is advisable to keep until! 
later in the deal one or more high| 
cards in your own trump suit in 
order to take a trick containing im- 
portant cards.

New York Giant Hall of Fam- 
er and South Atlantic league 
president alighted in Atlanta for 
an auto dealers’ meeting on his 
way to the Cooperstown, N.Y.

“Somebody made money, trading 
around with me. In later years, 
I offered $45,000 for Willard Mar- 
shall to the Cracker manage- 
ment, and was refused, but 
bought him later. I bought Con- 
nie Ryan for as eee and he was 


a valuable property. Independ- 
ents could make money in the 
old days. 

“They could give the towns 
good ball clubs, too. Now, 
they can’t buy or sell on the 
free market, because of all the 
agreements within agreements, 
and they have to take what 
they get. 

‘Plenty of those major league 
teams, one or two in particular, 
have 24-hour recall on from 300 
to 400 players. 

“If they went back to the old 
40-player rule and broke down 
minor league ties, I'd guarantee 
a good return on any club stock- 
holder’s money, in spite of ra- 
dio, television or anything else. 
Fear of all that stuff is bunk,”’ 
he concluded.

Deficit Added 
In Fiseal °55 


WASHINGTON, July 20 (®—The 
government ran almost $4,200,000,- 
000 into the red in the year ended 
June 30. This was a deficit more 
than a billion dollars bigger than 
in the year before but 300 million 
smaller than expected. 


The Treasury and the Budget 
Bureau reported that ‘‘greater 
prosperity,’’ reflected in rising in- 
come tax payments, sent federal 
revenues about $1,300,000,000 high- 
er than President Eisenhower's 
January forecast. 


HOPES INCREASED 


This heightened hopes for a 
sharp reduction—or even possibly 
the elimination—of the estimated 
$2,400,000,000 deficit for fiscal 1956, 
which began 20 days ago. Not only 
has consumer income continued to 
climb, but taxable corporation 
profits are' nearing record levels. 


However, mounting farm sur- 
pluses may be the fiscal villain in 
the year ahead, as they were in 
the past year. Crop price supports, 
today’s statement revealed, ex- 
ceeded by more than a billion dol- 
lars the estimate which Eisenhow- 
er sent to Congress six months 
go. 

FISCAL PICTURE 

Secretary of the Treasury Hum- 
phrey and Budget Director Row- 
land R. Hughes gave this income 
and-outgo picture of fiscal 1955: 

Expenditures, $64,494,075,559. 

Receipts, $60,302,503,608. 

Deficit, $4,191,571,951. 

The outdated presidential esti- 
mate was 59 billion dollars in re- 
ceipts, 63% billion in expenditures, 
and 4% billion in red ink. 

The deficit for fiscal 1954 was 
$3,100,000,000 and in fiscal 1953,

The bins are wooden and 
metal structures to house grain the 
government acquired in the farm 
price support program.

“Inaccurate, irresponsible and 
without basis in fact’’ a statement 
by a Navy official that the inquiry 
was “being dropped.” 

Sen. Humphrey (D-Minn) had 
told the Senate Tuesday he ex- 
pects the investigation will show

“Many church groups make 
monthly contributions and at the 
same time provide many items 
which bedside patients need and 
appreciate. Things such as bed- 
side kits, washcloths, tooth paste 
and brushes, scuffies, baby 
clothes, shorts, hose and various 
other articles.”’ 

The work these church women 
have undertaken to meet these 
emergencies has the complete 
cooperation of the Christian 
Council as a church activity. 


“MISSIONARY WORK’”’ 


Church women working in 
groups as well as individuals 
contribute to this fund. It is, as 
Mrs. Brandenburger pointed out, 
“missionary work at home.”’ 

“Patients cannot obtain simi- 
lar services from other agen- 
cies,"’ said Miss Nancy Johnson, 
social service director for Grady 
Hospital. 

“Cases in which services are 
given range from a gift of elastic 
stockings to carfare for visits to 
one of the hospital clinics. 

“Help and medical care are 
needed outside the hospital as 
well as inside. Requests come 
to us from doctors, too, who ad- 
vise the necessary aids for pa- 
tients after their dismissal. 
Things like braces, wheelchairs 
and even teeth.’’ 


SPECIAL FUNDS 


Although the “church women

To the President of the United 
States, I doff my dietitian’s cap. 
In spite of those daily business 
luncheons and famous stag din- 
ners which send the grand total 
of calories soaring, Mr. Eisen- 
hower has held the weight line. 

It was my privilege to be 
seated beside the President re- 
cently at the Women’s National 
Press Club dinner. Traditionally 
this is the gala evening when 


newspaper women put on a rol- 
hcking show before a star-stud- 
ded audience. 


Between the vichysoisse and 
the dessert, the President and I 
talked of many things, including 
the philosophy and faith of his 
parents which has shaped his 
life. It was a rich and illuminat- 
ing experience—one that I shall 
remember always with a warm 
glow. 


PART WITH POUNDS 


Like millions of other Ameri- 
cans, the President would be 
happy to part with a few extra 
pounds. He eats a light break- 
fast, not from preference, but to 
curb calories. 


He told me that when he re- 
tires to that Gettysburg farm 
(he didn’t say when) he looks 
forward to once again enjoying 
a man-size breakfast, for it’s his 
favorite meal. 

In the interest of reducing, 
he'll consider following my diet 
suggestions, provided I do not 
cut down on his steaks, Fair 
enough, Mr. President. Eat the 
steak but trim off the fat. On 
the calorie score, fats count 
more than double. 


Here’s a rule of thumb: every 
half ounce of trimmable fat de 
leted from meat subtracts 100 
calories from the total. That can 
add up to a tidy calorie saving 
and a trim waist. 


COPE WITH CALORIES

Make It Easy for Little Campers To Write 


By INDIA DEAN 

If your small fry away at camp this 
summer don't write as regularly as you 
think they should, don’t worry, Mom. Si- 
lence usually means the kids are having 
a wonderful time. 

The children are in experienced, careful 
hands at any established camp. The camp 
directors and counselors are especially 
trained to keep your children busy and 

having a good time. 

Absence of letters generally means the 
kids are having so much fun they just 
haven't got the time or inclination to send 
home a “‘wish you were here.” 
INSTRUCTIONS 

The absence of letters could be caused 
by the lack of the necessary writing equip- 
ment or because the parents, don't know 
any more about how to write to their chil- 
dren than the children know about writing 
to the folks at home. 

Perhaps a few instructions before the 
potential camper leaves would help. Find 
out if the camp provides a place where 
writing essentials can be bought. If it has, 
tell him about it before he leaves. 

Often they are so busy for the first few 
days getting acquainted with everyone they 
just don't have time to even think about 
. buying paper and pencils to use to write 

home.

FORMS TO MOTHERS 


Miss Thelma Chambers, camp director, 
sends forms to mothers of the children at 
camp.

It 
stresses the. fact that ‘‘she’ll need you 
most at mail time.” 

The child needs lots of mail while away 
from home, but make it bright and cheer- 
ful. Don't worry her with the family trou- 
bles while she is away. 3 

Don't write things that. will make her 
homesick. Don't write anything that will 
upset the camper. Do write pleasant, 
sunny letters. 

Even youngsters enjoying themselves at 
camp will write home regularly if corre- 
spondence is made easy for them. And 
mothers can help make it easy. 

Sending the kids off well equipped for 
quick, easy letter writing that won't keep 
them too long from camp activities is im- 
portant. 

Here are some suggestions for insuring 
frequent messages from children spending 
the summer away from home: 


1. When the youngster leaves for camp, 
supply him with several pads of writing 
paper and stamped envelopes addressed to 
you to cover at least once-a-week writing. 
Pads are more convenient than loose writ- 
ing paper for the rough-and-ready camp 
life. 

2. For short notes of the “arrived 
safely, having a wonderful time’’ variety 
give the child at least a dozen 2-cent postal 
cards previously addressed to you. 

3. If you can’t get exactly the informa- 
tion you want, send the child a question- 
and-answer sheet that can be filled in 
quickly during his few leisure moments. 

4. Don’t nag Junior by mail for long, 
detailed accounts of what he’s doing. You'll 
get plenty of that when he gets home. 


5. Equip your youngster with a ball- 
point pen or one of the new cartridge pens 
which come equipped with refills. These 
pens don’t require ink bottles. 

6. At the season's start, send a friendly 
note to your youngster’s counselor or camp 
director, asking that the child be reminded 
occasionally to write home. 

7, Send Junior news of friends at home 
so he'll write back for more of the same. 

8. Most important, don’t worry if the 
youngster doesn't write often enough to 
satisfy you.

What does Willy do when he encounters something difficult? 
Does he give up, or does he keep plugging ahead” 
Every mother or father the world over has watched a baby 


encountering difficulty. 

A baby meets, and defeats, 
one difficulty after another. He 
never stops until he has van- 
quished it. His persistence is re- 
lentless and beautiful. 

Remember those first sounds 
he made at 4 or 6 weeks that 
sounded like the soft cooing of a 
dove? 

And how from that he began 
to practice other sounds—vowels, 
consonants? 

In disguise, perhaps, but that 
is what they are. “Ahhhh ... 
Goooo ... baaa ... daaa ... 
baba, dada, mama.” 

Over and over and over again 
as he lay in his crib he would 
vocalize.

NOT EASY 


All “‘improvements’’ today are 
toward making learning easy 
and painless. But learning is not 
always easy. 

It is not always painless. It is 
not just a question of 10 easy 
lessons and over the top we go. 

The accomplishment of any- 
thing worthwhile, whether it be 
learning to talk, to walk, to 
grasp, to release, to read, to 
spell, or to recite the multipli- 
cation tables, takes constant 
effort with many falls along the 
way and many attempts at right- 


ing oneself after the fall. 

Babies sense this. Small chil- 
dren realize it. Then, in our vast 
parental indulgence and love, we 
undermine their struggle by at- 
tempting to eliminate the strug- 
gle. 

In one ‘“‘kind’’ stroke we take 
away both their sense of ac- 
complishment, which comes only 
after hard work, and their joy 
in it. 

As life goes on, always there 
will be difficulties, always there 
will be failures. How do we ex- 
pect our children to meet these? 

Give up, suck a thumb, and 
find something easier? Or philo- 
sophically try again?

This week one of Atlanta’s oldest churches found for itself 
a new area of service. 

The Central Baptist Church at Mitchell and Washington 
streets sent out invitations to downtown workers, particularly in 
the Capitol-Courthouse-City Hall area, to drop by during their 
lunch hour for the midday meditation service which runs from 
11:45 a.m. to 1:15 p.m. 

In the hectic work duy a little time for quiet, for music and 
meditation and prayer might save most of us from ultimately 
seeking a psychiatrist. To sit a moment in the dim old church 
with the noonday sun filtered by the jewel-like colors of the 
famous stained glass windows could ease spirits and give weary 
office and store and factory workers strength and serenity be- 
yond the day’s task. 

Several downtown churches have recognized this need for a 
little space of quiet and have opened their doors for prayer and 
meditation. 

But somehow it is particularly inspiring that old Central 
Baptist has launched its midday meditation series. It’s an old 
church on a busy corner and it hasn’t been having easy times. 
Many stalwart members have died. Some have moved away. 
It has been witheat @ pastor for a time. 

And yet it must retain the same kind of spiritual vitality 
which made it one of the community’s strongest forces in the 
dark days following the War Between the States, because look 
what it’s doing. 

The church bulletin last Sunday invited everybody who 
is lonely or frightened or care-worn to visit the church during 
the week and to hear the Rev. G. M. Moon talk briefly at 12:15 


o’clock on such subjects as ‘‘How Never To Be Tired’”’ and ‘The | 
Secret of Getting Along With Yourself.’”’ (The subject for today | 


is ‘“‘To Save Is To Lose.”’)

Opening lead: King of hearts. 
A rare type of gambit was em- 
ployed by declarer to bring home 
his four spade contract in today’s 
hand. 


The auction was sound enough. 
North’s take-out double involved a 
slight risk. If South happened to 
respond with two diamonds, North 
would hardly be in a sound position 
to bid either three clubs or two 
spades. And one of the surest ways 
to alienate partner’s affections is 
to force him into a contract and 
then spread only two trumps with 
which to comfort him. However, 
the double was superior to an over- 
call of two clubs, South’s jump bid 
was proper. With this favorable 
distribution, game probabilities 
were surely to be visualized. 
South took the opening lead of 
the king of hearts and immediately 
attacked the trump suit, finessing 
the jack in dummy. The fall of 
East’s nine alerted the declarer: 
If the nine were singleton, the road 
was going to be a hard one to 
travel. If it were not singleton, 
then the chances were it was ac- 
companied by the 10. And declarer 
chose to play on that theory. 

The jack of diamonds was played 
and ran to West’s queen. When a 
heart came back, dummy followed, 
but declarer made a most unusual 
play. He refused to ruff, discarding 
instead a club. We observe here 
the rare spectacle of discarding a 
winner on a loser. This gambit was 
executed for the purpose of re- 
taining an entry to the South hand 
for later on in order to permit 
the cashing of the diamond suit. 


West, having had such eminent 
success with his heart suit, de 
cided to try it again. This lead 
was ruffed in dummy, as South 
discarded his second club. Another 
diamond was led, clearing the suit. 
Now West shifted to a club, and 
the trick was permitted to run to 
the closed hand, where it was 
ruffed. 

South then led the queen of 
spades. Had West covered, declar- 
er would have returned to his hand 
with the eight, extracting the last 
trump and spreading all the good 
diamonds. But West refused to 
cover. Whereupon South proceeded 
to play high diamonds until West 
chose to ruff, at which point dum- 
my overruffed with the ace, and 
the rest of the tricks went to de- 
clarer.

HOW TO KEEP WELL 


By DR. THEODORE VAN DELLEN 


Boils on the Face 
Are Serious Threat 


Many boils are more annoy- 
ing than serious. Old-time physi- 
cians must have thought along 
this line because the technical 
name, furuncle, is derived from 
a Latin word meaning petty 
thief. 


Boils on the face above the 
level of the mouth, however, are 
more than a nuisance. They are 
regarded as potentially serious. 

These lesions never should be 
squeezed or manipulated be- 
cause infections in this area are 
notorious for spreading into the 
brain. Meningitis or abcesses 
may result. 

What are boils? They are 
staphylococcal infections of the 
entire hair follicle and adjacent 
tissue. The first sign is a tender, 
reddish nodule that becomes in- 
creasingly tense and swollen as 
inflammation grows. 


The causative organisms mul- 
tiply and the white blood cor- 
puscles come to the defense by 
forming pus to gobble up the in- 
vaders. The more pus, the great- 
er the tension and the greater 
the tension, the more intense is 
pain. 

This continues until the boil 
ruptures or begins to subside 
spontaneously. 

Nature builds a protective 
membrane around the base of 
the lesion, to confine the infec- 
tion to a single area. Squeezing 
a boil is likely to break the bar- 
rier and spread the infection into 
surrounding tissues. 

In the past, heat was applied 
and the boil was lanced after it 
came to a head. Heat still is 
used, but in addition, an anti- 
biotic is given early to induce 
the furuncle to regress. 


Penicillin, neomycin, or aureo- 


mycin, via capsule, tablet, or in- 
jection, is recommended for 
large boils but smaller ones 
often. respond to one of the 
numerous antibiotic ointments 
now available. 

The majority are a combina- 
tion of several effective anti- 
bacterial agents such as terra- 
mycin and polymyxin B; or neo- 
mycin, bacitracin, and poly- 
myxin B. Combinations are pre- 
ferred because they have a low 
sensitizing index and skin reac- 
tions are uncommon. 

But the use of medications is 
only part of the treatment. The 
skin must be kept scrupulously 
clean with soap and water to 
discourage new boils from form- 
ing.
